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Shanklin Beach is separated from the town by a sheer 
cliT over ioo feet high, and is connected with it by a 
winding road at either end, a zigzag flight of steps, or, 
more conveniently, by a lift. There is a fine esplanade 
over half a mile long and magnificent sands whereon 
voung and old alike can revel to their hearts' content. 
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
